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Faculty restless on binding arbitration 



Williams: frustrated by BOG 


The Faculty Association appears ready to 
take concrete action to back up a request 
for the introduction of binding arbitration 
procedures in salary negotiations With the 
Board of Governors (BOG). 

Armed with a petition indicating that 
93 per cent of UVic’s 450 full-time faculty 
members are in favor of binding arbitra¬ 
tion in years when the Faculty Association 
and BOG cannot agree in salary discus¬ 
sions, the executive of the association 
meets with the BOG at a special closed 


meeting Nov. 5. 

The BOG held a special closed meeting 
on the issue of binding arbitration last 
-week. 

“Faculty members are increasingly dis¬ 
satisfied with the board’s apparent unwil¬ 
lingness to co-operate in a more 
professional form of salary negotiations 
than we have endured at UVic,” says Dr. 
Trevor Williams (English), president of the 
Faculty Association. 

“We will wait until after the Nov. 5 meet¬ 
ing before taking any actions. But the 
board will have to come to some decision 
soon after that meeting or we will take 
action.” 

The action referred to by Williams could 
include withdrawal of faculty members 
from faculty-wide and university 
committees. 

Faculty members would continue to 
serve on departmental committees. 

“The association has appointed a 40- 
member committee on binding arbitration 
and a subcommittee is now determining 
how far faculty members are willing to go 
to put pressure on the Board of Governors,” 
says Williams. 

Williams says many people do not real¬ 
ize the extent of faculty participation in the 
administration of the university. 

“The university depends on faculty to 
participate in the administration through 
numerous committees. Should we with¬ 
draw from this kind of service, the whole 
administrative process would grind to a 
halt.”' 

Williams believes that faculty members 
have no obligation to serve on faculty-wide 
or university committees under the terms 
of the Tenure Document. 

He says the association is being forced 
to consider such actions by the stalling tac¬ 
tics of the BOG. 


The association passed a resolution in 
January of this year not to attend 1980-81 
salary talks unless an agreement was 
reached with the BOG on the principle of 
introducing binding arbitration proce¬ 
dures to faculty salary negotiations. 

At the September meeting of the associ¬ 
ation, a resolution was passed asking the 
executive to advise the BOG that it is 
“unwilling to entertain discussion of 
salary matters until the question of bind¬ 
ing arbitration has been resolved.” 

Williams says the frustration of faculty 
members over the issue is beginning to 
show. “The executive of the association 
was surprised at our September meeting by 
the vehemence of the demand for binding 
arbitration. 

“We have been cautious, ourselves. But 
faculty members were very vocal at that 
meeting about doing something to impress 
the Board of Governors that we want bind¬ 
ing arbitration.” 

The BOG appointed a three-man com¬ 
mittee to investigate the issue earlier this 
year and that committee held two meetings 
with association representatives in May 
and August, but no agreement was 
reached. 

The university solicitor has advised the 
BOG that he does not think the BOG can 
legally agree to an arbitrator. 

“The Universities Act is very clear on 
this,” says BOG member William Gwyer, a 
member of the committee investigating the 
issue. “We are not supposed to re-delegate 
authority which has been delegated to us.” 

Gwyer added that the BOG is not 
“adamant” on the issue and has invited 
the executive of the association to the spe¬ 
cial Nov. 5 meeting. 

Williams says UVic is possibly the only 
public university in Canada without some 
form of union or non-union collective 


agreement to govern faculty negotiations. 

In Alberta and British Columbia, where 
unions for faculty members are illegal, 
every university except UVic has some 
form of binding arbitration, he claims. 

“Binding arbitration has not resulted in 
overly generous awards to faculty 
members at other universities,” says 
Williams. 

“Arbitrators are cautious people who 
try to seek a middle ground. The arbitrator 
could find in the BOG’s favor in some areas 
and in the faculty’s favor in others.” 

Williams says, ideally, an arbitrator 
would never have to be called into salary 
negotiations. “Having a system in place 
where an arbitrator is called in if no agree¬ 
ment can be reached provides a more 
rational way of doing things. 

“It will result in meaningful bargaining 
and, above all, more professional bargain¬ 
ing than at present.” 

Williams says the present system has 
led to a lowering of morale among faculty 
members. “Year after year we come in with 
our request and find, after weeks of negoti¬ 
ations, that the other side has scarcely 
budged from their original offer. 

“Then at the end of these so-called nego¬ 
tiations, the BOG unilaterally decides 
what our salary increases will be.” 

Williams says the association wants 
agreement in principle on arbitration. “It 
will take some time to set up the system 
with a lot of issues to resolve. We have to 
decide on such issues as the length of bar¬ 
gaining, procedures which must be taken 
before arbitration and the method of choos¬ 
ing an arbitrator. The system might not be 
in place for 1981-82 salary discussions.” 

He says the association will be watch¬ 
ing “with extreme care” the deliberations 
of the BOG on binding arbitration. 


Nominations open... again 


In the past there has been criticism 
of student apathy in elections for 
student representation on the 
Senate. 

This time, however, faculty 
members could be accused of 
apathy. 

Faculty members from the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies are 
now trying for a second time to find 
a candidate to fill a vacant seat on 
Senate. 

Registrar Ron Ferry received no 
nominations in a by-election which 
ended Oct. 8 to fill a vacancy for a 
faculty member from Graduate 
Studies. 

Ferry sent out the call for nomi¬ 
nations Sept. 24 t6 362 full-time 
faculty members eligible to vote in 
the election. 

The by-election was called to fill 
the vacancy created by the resigna¬ 
tion of Senator Dr. John Money 
(History) who resigned when 
appointed Acting Dean of Arts and 


Science in August. 

As dean, Money is automatically 
an ex officio member of Senate. 

When no nominations were 
received by the Oct. 8 deadline, 
Ferry sought advice from the 
Senate committee on procedures 
and was advised to re-open 
nominations. 

The closing date for nomina¬ 
tions this time is Nov. 12 at 4:30 
p.m. A nomination paper must be 
signed by no fewer than three per¬ 
sons who are eligible to vote in the 
by-election. 

If more than one candidate 
comes forward, ballots will be 
mailed to faculty members of Grad¬ 
uate Studies Nov. 19. They must be 
returned by noon, Dec. 10, the date 
of the election. 

The candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes will fill the 
remainder of Money’s term which 
ends June 30, 1983.

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Series tackles 
contemporary issues 



Foster: Western Geographical Series editor since 1969 


In 1969, Dr. Harry Foster (Geography) was 
chairman of the western division of the 
Canadian Association of Geographers and 
looking for a method of publishing the pro¬ 
ceedings of the past two meetings of the 
association. 

Out of his search was born the Western 
Geographical Series, an internationally 
acclaimed series of books which has served 
as a forum for the expression of contempor- 
ary North American geographical 
thought. 

Volume 19 of the series, The Moderniza¬ 
tion of Easter Island , is now in the final 
stages of preparation in the Geography 
Department under the watchful eye of pro¬ 
duction manager Ian Norie. 

Foster has been series editor from the 
first volume. 

The series reflects the philosophy of the 
Department of Geography at UVic 
although individual volumes are prepared 
by geography departments in the relevant 
universities. A recent volume, Regina: 
Regional Isolation and Innovative Devel¬ 
opment^ as prepared in draft form at the 
University of Regina and produced at 
UVic. 

“The series has four main thrusts, 
reflecting the special interests in geo¬ 
graphy at UVic,” says Foster. “These are 
urban studies, resource management, the 
Pacific Rim and the teaching of 
geography.” 

Volumes deal with contemporary issues 
and do not back away from controversial 
subjects. One volume, Modifying the 
Weather: A Social Assessment, had several 
provocative chapters. 

Another volume, Pacific Salmon: Man- 
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agement for People, contained conflicting 
views on the best methods of protecting a 
valuable resource. 

“We try to go beyond the descriptive 
report and come up with some viable sug¬ 
gestions in all the areas we cover,” 
explains Foster. “We also deal with con¬ 
temporary issues and present the results of 
the most recent research activities.” 

In volumes dealing with urban studies, 
the series has covered Victoria, Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Calgary and Regina, with a 
volume on Winnipeg now in preparation. 

“We hope to work our way across the 
country to Newfoundland, covering 
aspects of all major Canadian cities,” says 
Foster. 

In resource management there have 
been volumes on Okanagan water deci¬ 
sions, oil pollution as an international 
problem, priorities in water management, 
and air pollution. 

The teaching of geography has been 
emphasized in volumes dealing with the 
geographer and society, geographica and 
geographical games. 

The Pacific Rim has been explored in 
volumes dealing with Vancouver Island, 
themes on Pacific lands and the latest 
volume on Easter Island. The Easter 
Island volume, edited by Dr. Douglas Por- 
teous (Geography), contains 32 color 
photographs. 

Other volumes in preparation include 
one on forestry and another on tourism in 
British Columbia. 

Each volume has a first printing of 
about 1,200 copies and several have gone 
into second printings. They are sent all 
over the world and the series has received 
“many good reviews in national and inter¬ 
national journals” according to Foster. 

Foster feels that there are two key ele¬ 
ments to the success of the series, in addi¬ 
tion to the standard of research presented. 

“We have a conscientious technical 
staff to carry a lot of the production load of 
the series,” he said. “A good technical staff 
is a sign of a good geography department.” 

The production staff under Norie han¬ 
dles the paste-up, photographs and lay-out 
of the volumes. 

Foster said the series has also received a 
great deal of financial assistance over the 
years from a number of organizations 
including the Leon and Thea Koemer 
Foundation, the Social Science Federation 
of Canada, the National Centre for Atmos¬ 
pheric Research, the International Geogra¬ 
phical Union Congress and the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Coun¬ 
cil of Canada. 


Audience will make music 

The audience will be invited to participate in the performance tonight (Oct. 
31) of She Was A Visitor , the first 1980-81 concert for the School of Music’s 
Sonic Lab. 

The free concert begins at 8 p.m. in Recital Hall of the Music Building. • 

Written by Robert Ashley, an American composer, She Was A Visitor is an 
instruction piece; that is there is no score in the formal-traditional sense of 
every note and rhythm notated. Instead, there is a set of verbal explanations 
whereby leaders track a basic speech pattern repeated by a speaker. 

The audience will be asked to imitate verbal sounds made by four leaders 
during the performance. 

The Sonic Lab, a contemporary music ensemble comprised of students and 
faculty in the School of Music, will also perform Luciano Berio’s Rounds for 
harpsichord; Face the Music, for trumpet and tape by Swedish composer 
Tommy Zwedburg; Gloomy Grace by Prof. Rudolf Komorous (Music); a work 
for two pianos, Spring Fever , by Christopher Butterfield; Atlantis by Morton 
Feldman and Pieces of Wood, scored for five percussionists by Steve Reich. 

Feldman’s composition employs a new notational system in which players 
are given the number of sounds they must play within a specific duration and 
the Reich selection utilizes phase patterns of driving rhythms. 

Linda Hougland-Daniels presents a cello recital Nov. 7 in the Recital Hall. 
Included in the program is Rachmaninoffs Sonata in C minor, Op. 19. Tickets 
for this faculty recital are $2 for students and senior citizens and $3 for 
everyone else. 


Fraser joins SSHRC committee 


Prof. Murray Fraser, former Dean of Law, 
is one of eight people appointed to a com¬ 
mittee conducting a national study of the 
status of research and education in law. 

The study is sponsored by the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Coun¬ 
cil (SSHRC) and will be conducted by a 
working committee chaired by Harry 
Arthurs, professor of law and former Dean 
of the Osgoode Law School at York 
University. 

The honorary chairman of a 23-member 
advisory panel is Bora Laskin, Chief Jus¬ 
tice of Canada. 

Members of the study group and the 
advisory panel represent the bench, the 
bar, university law faculties, government 
and several related academic disciplines 
such as philosophy, history, education and 
political science. 

The SSHRC has asked the group to look 
into the purpose, nature and quality of 
research in law now being carried out in 
Canada, factors affecting such research, 
the structure of law faculties and curricula, 

Research 
needs probed 

The growing issues around Canada’s 
expanding research and development 
needs will be examined at Manpower for 
Science and Technology in the 1980s, a 
symposium to be held Nov. 10 at UVic in 
University Centre. Organized by UVic and 
the Science Council of Canada, the sympo¬ 
sium addresses the crucial problems which 
must be overcome to meet the need for 
research trained personnel who will be 
needed by 1985. 

Current Canadian expenditures for 
research and development programs are 
being increased from less than one percent 
of the Gross National Product to 1.5 per 
cent, resulting in a potential shortfall of 
qualified personnel. 

Representatives from industry, univer¬ 
sities and government include Gordon 
Brant, president of the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC); Dr. D.J. LeRoy, author of Uni¬ 
versity Research in Jeopardy, written for 
the Science Council of Canada; Dr. Mau¬ 
rice L’Abbe, also of the Science Council of 
Canada; Dr. D. O’Connor, vice-president of 
MacDonald Dettwiler Company; Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Gibson, chairman of the University 
Council of British Columbia; Dr. Robert 
Stewart, deputy minister of the Ministry of 
Universities, Science and Technology; Dr. 
Graham Branton, Director of Co-op Pro¬ 
grams at UVic; Dr. J. Webster, dean of 
science at Simon Fraser University; and an 
as-yet unnamed representative of the 
Science Council of B.C.

Choice of degrees? 

Creative Writing students at UVic, cur¬ 
rently part of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, may have a choice of a Fine Arts 
degree or an Arts degree by next year. 

Fine Arts dean Doug Morton says his 
faculty has accepted Creative Writing as a 
program, pending ratification by the 
Senate and Board of Governors. 

The Faculty of Arts and Science will 
examine the question of allowing students 
registered in the Creative Writing depart¬ 
ment to complete an interfaculty double 
major in both Fine Arts and Arts and 
Science, similar to the program now exist¬ 
ing in History of Art.

The UVic Alumni Association’s annual 
Fund. Drive has already topped last year’s 
total and is approaching the 1980 target of 
$15,000. 

The association began the campaign in 
September with letters to 10,800 alumni 
members and former UVic students have 
contributed $11,000 so far, about $2,000 
more than in 1979. 

“We are particularly pleased with the 
response from recent graduates,” says 
Margaret Dempsey, director of the associa¬ 
tion. “About 10 per cent of our donors are 
very recent graduates.” 

Chris Main, chairman of the 1980 drive, 
says he is pleased with the response and is 
hoping that further donations will put the 
drive over the top. 

“The focus of the appeal this year is to * 
increase the amount of Alumni Associa¬ 
tion scholarships,” says Main. “Right now 
we are providing several scholarships of 
$500 each and offering two $250 scholar¬ 
ships for part-time students.” 

The Alumni Association provided the 
first scholarsips ever offered at UVic for 
part-time students. 

“If our program is to continue to be 
meaningful in inflationary times the gen¬ 
erous support we have received will have to 
continue, not only for scholarships but for 
air the other areas for which the associa¬ 
tion provides assistance,” says Main. 

Main points out that any donation is 
welcome, is tax-deductible and can be ear¬ 
marked for a particular area. “All the 
money donated, less fund drive expenses, 
goes for Alumni projects since the operat¬ 
ing budget of the association is provided by 
UVic.” 

Along with scholarships, the associa¬ 
tion provides assistance in mature student 
aid and graduate student travel funds. 

During the summer the Alumni spon¬ 
sored an oral history of UVic and Victoria 
College for the archives of the McPherson 
Library and collected more than 50 hours 
of taped interviews with many of the 
builders of the institution. 

The association provides a permanent 
$5,000 loan to Financial Aid Services for 
mature students. 

In the past the association has provided 
more than $50,000 to assist UVic Day Care, 
the library, athletics, and graduate student 
travel to conferences. 

The association has also provided 
$21,000 in scholarships. 

“In past years the alumni have 
responded loyally to our fund drive,” says 
Main. “The effectiveness of the annual 


appeal depends as much on the number of 
appeal depends as much on the number of 
alumni who participate as on the amount 
of the individual donation. We are hoping 
that many more alumni will give as gener¬ 
ously as possible.”

Consultant 

coming 

UVic is hiring an outside consultant to 
assist in creating a job classification and 
salary scale system for its 180 administra¬ 
tive and academic professionals. 

Peter Vanderleeden, special assistant to 
the president for staff relations, says a 
number of the major Western Canadian 
management consulting firms have been 
invited to submit proposals to UVic for 
evaluation. He hopes to select the approp¬ 
riate proposal by the end of November and 
have the consultant at work by mid- 
December. 

Target date for implementation of the 
system is spring, 1980. 

Vanderleeden says that the use of out¬ 
side consultants has become normal proce¬ 
dure for this type of task at Canadian 
universities. He says he has encountered 
“perhaps contradictory views” within the 
university about what constitutes a system 
•that will be seen as fair by most members 
of the professional group. 

“The assistance of a consultant will 
help bring both objectivity and credibility 
to the new system”, he says. 

The role of the consultant will be limited 
on-campus to gathering information and 
to making recommendations. Off-campus, 
the consultant will perform salary surveys 
in other job-related markets to assist UVic 
planners in establishing salary ranges. 

Vanderleeden emphasizes that UVic’s 
administration will design and implement 
the resulting classification and salary 
structure, not the consultant. 

He says that the choice of a consultant 
is important. 

“Sometimes the simplest approach is 
the best. Technique is not always the most 
important factor in the analysis of this 
type of situation.”

Law attracts 
former 
Queen’s dean 

Professor William Lederman, founding 
Dean of Law at Queen’s University, will 
join UVic’s Faculty of Law as a visiting 
Lansdowne scholar for the 1981-82 aca¬ 
demic year. 

Lederman is one of Canada’s leading 
constitutional law experts. He is the author 
of many articles and papers on constitu¬ 
tional law and has served as a constitu¬ 
tional law advisor to governments and 
commissions. 

He is co-author of a constitutional law 
text book used in many Canadian law 
schools. 

Lederman studied law at the University 
of Saskatchewan and Oxford University 
and began his teaching career at the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan in 1945. 

He became the Sir James Dunn Profes¬ 
sor of Law at Dalhousie University before 
undertaking the establishment of a 
Faculty of Law at Queen’s University. He 
became the first Dean of Law at Queen’s in 
1958 and served for 10 years in that posi¬ 
tion. He is now a professor at Queen’s. 

Lederman has received many academic 
honors including an honorary Doctor of 
Laws degree from UVic, awarded at the 
official opening of UVic’s Faculty of Law 
in 1976. He is a fellow of the Royal Society 
of Canada and a former president of the 
Canadian Association of Law Teachers. 

During his year at UVic, Lederman will 
teach constitutional law and related legal 
subjects on the conflict of laws while con¬ 
tinuing with his research and writing.

Features Kroetsch

Canadian novelist and poet Robert 
Kroetsch. Now the writer-in-r6sidence at 
the University of Manitoba, Kroetsch has 
also been a teacher of English at SUNY-

He is the author of But We Are Exiles, 
The Words of My Roaring, The Studhorse 
Man, and Gone Indian, all novels. His poe¬ 
try works include The Ledger, The Stone 
Hammer Poems, Badlands , and The Seed 
Catalogue. 

He lists his hobby as “Saskatchewan”.

Engineering stats clarified 


Dr. Sam Macey (English) has recently com¬ 
pleted a study leave for which he received a 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council Fellowship to undertake research 
related to “Clocks, Chronology, and the Early 
English Novel”. He gave a paper on his prelimi¬ 
nary findings at Stanford (ASECS Annual 
Meeting, April 1980) and has been invited to 
give a further paper on this subject at MIT 
(NEASECS Annuaf Meeting, October 1981). He 
gave a paper on “The Relationship Between 
our New Sense of Time and our Sense of an 
Ending in Tragedy” at the Fourth Triennial 
Congress of the International Study of Time 
(Austria 1979)- and was re-elected to the 
Governing Council of the Society. During the 
current yeaivfce has published the following 
books: Clocks and the Cosmos: Time in West¬ 
ern Life and Thought (Archon Books 1980), an 
edition of Henry Carey’s Dramatic Works (Gar¬ 
land Publishing 1980) with a critical introduc¬ 
tion and notes, and, together with Robert 
Lawrence, a collection of essays entitled Stu¬ 
dies in Robertson Davies’ Deptford Trilogy 
(ELS 1980). As founder and General Editor of 
the English Literary Studies Monograph Ser¬ 
ies, Macey has now published 21 book-length 
monographs under UVic auspices. The Cana¬ 
dian Federation for the Humanities has invited 
him to read a paper at the “Symposium on 
Scholarly Communication” in Ottawa this 
month on “An Alternative Model for Refereed 
Scholarly Publishing in the Humanities and 
^Social Sciences.” 

Dr. John Peter (English) has been invited to 
chair the opening session of the Sixteenth 
Annual Conference on Editorial Problems, 
“Editing Poetry From Spenser To Dryden”, at 
the University of Toronto on Oct. 31. From 
Toronto Peter will go to Amherst College, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, where he has been asked to speak 
on the poetry of T.S. Eliot.

Roger J. Bishop, Professor Emeritus of English 
at UVic has been appointed to the British 
Columbia Academic Council for a one year 
term. Bishop began his UVic career at Victoria 
College in 1945 as head of the English depart¬ 
ment, a post he held until 1967. He retired in 
1971, and was appointed professor emeritus in 
1973. The academic council advises the Minis¬ 
ter of Education on educational matters involv¬ 
ing B.C.’s community colleges and all other 
post-secondary institutions, excluding 
universities.

AMS fee hike? 

The Alma Mater Society (AMS) may ask 
UVic students for an increase of $12 in fees 
beginning in September of 1981. 

A motion requesting a referendum for 
Nov. 28 on the fee increase is on the agenda 
for the Nov. 2 meeting of the AMS Board of 
Directors. 

The motion asks for a referendum con¬ 
taining two questions. 

“Are you in favor of an $8 increase in the 
AMS fee, starting September, 1981, for use 
in support of general AMS services? 

“Are you in favor of a $4 increase in the 
AMS building fee to pay for a new expan¬ 
sion of the SUB?” 

The AMS activity fee is now $20 and has 
been increased by $4 in the past 12 years. 


To the Editor: 

In the current debate about the university’s 
Engineering School proposal, reference has 
been made to statistical information developed 
by the university’s Office of Institutional Analy¬ 
sis. I would like to clarify a few points in brief 
form and invite anyone who is interested to 
look at the detailed tables that we have to pro¬ 
vide fuller evidence. 


1. In recent years British Columbia has had 
the highest or near highest per-capita 
income in Canada. While it might be 
expected that our university system would 
show a top or middling performance on 
standard measures of university participa¬ 
tion, a look at per-capita rates of enrolment 
and degrees shows that B.C.’s rank among 
provinces has actually been on or near the 
bottom over time. This is true over an 
extended period of years. It is true when 
enrolment and degrees are compared over 
all fields of study, and it is true over any 
number of particular fields. To show how 
spectacularly large the gap is, a person in 
the youth age group was twice as likely to 
earn a university degree in Ontario as in 
B.C. in 1978! 

2. We have largely concentrated on calling 
attention to these facts, which are not 
widely known, rather than attempting to 
provide explanations, but intuitively, one 
problem is certainly the restricted access of 
rural students to B.C.’s geographically con¬ 
centrated universities. For populations of 
equal size, only two rural students continue 
on to university for five urban students. 

3. B.C. has dropped sharply behind other pro¬ 
vinces in professional education. Forexam- 
ple, a B.C. resident’s chance of admission to 
medical school is far below average. And 
generally, the numbers graduating from all 
types of professional schools here are much 
lower than in other provinces. 


4. This is well illustrated by a look at engineer¬ 
ing. In 1979 U.B.C. graduated 262 engi¬ 
neers. This was 4 per cent of the total for 
Canada. On the other hand B.C. had 10 per 
cent of Canada’s youth population (18-24 
years of age). If B.C. had graduated engi¬ 
neers at the same rate as the rest of Canada, 
we would have had 375 more engineering 
graduates. That would have been 637 rather 
than the 262 that we actually had! This same 
comparison with Alberta shows 352 “miss¬ 
ing” graduates for B.C.; with Ontario, 454; 
and with Nova Scotia, 386. 

It has been asserted that these comparisons 
are misleading because UBC has increased its 
freshmen engineering enrolments over the last 
four years. In fact the increase has not been 
nearly as large as needed for B.C. to provide 
equal career opportunities in engineering.
